Nathan's testimony to the admirable work poer- 
formed by Sir Paul Chater, Measre. Hewett, 
Hunter, Brewin aud Fung Wa Chun, and tho 
other members of the Relief Committees and I 
should be glad if you would express to those 
goutlomen my appreciation of their services. 

3. I cordially approvo-the proposal that tho 
money which the Government had pledged itself 
to coniribute to the relief fand should be ox- 
pended upon the prompt commencement of a 
new. typhoon refuge at Mong Kok Teui.

The correspondencs on the subject of the 
salaries of European civit servants was Inid 
before tho Legistative Conuoil yesterday, 

Sis Matthew Nethav, in bis despatch of 
18th Inby, 19(6, pointed out that the atrongest 
argument agaiust payment of aterling or ex- 
change compensation salaries at any rate other 
than the onrrent oneis that by the agreomants 
which offidare have oxpretaly or impliedly 
entered into they have no legal claim to any 
other rato, Against this however must be set 
the foot that it in impossible to oxpeot a'rntisfled 
Civil Servics in which tho sponding . power of 
officers’ salaries is constantly being reduced 
through no foult.of their own and that with o 
dissatisfied Civil Service the work of the Colony 
ia not likely to be ¢ffloiently performed, whilo 
new reoruits of tho desired atamp will bo 
doterred frow joining by:the-com plainta of thoar 
who ore constantly realizing with groater 
resentme:t the unfavourable couditions under 
which they are now werving: The fot that the 
Colony rnjsca its rovenne sod framos its ostimate 
of expordilare.in dillars and +0 apparently 
raven at tho oxpoyse of its sorrants when the 
dollar gros above the rte of exchange at which 
the snnaal optimates aro made, adds to the 
dissatisfaolion arising from the present condition 
of aoffaire, z 

His Excellency submited several sohemes 
the mest important of which and the one which 
he fnvoured most was the third. It was as 
follows : 

“ A third. scheme ‘would be to fix upon somo 
rate, and if tho doller goog nbove it, to pay the 
dollar equivalent at that rote, end if it goes 
beluw if, to pay at the average rate of the 
preceding month. Jf, for intlance, a 2;- rate is 
fixed upon then when the dollar ‘ia above 2/-, 
officers drawing sterling ealarias would receive 
10 dollars té the £, and if below 2/- some greater 
number according: to tie oxchange- of Lhe 
previous month, 2/- would be av arbitrary, but 
convenient, rate to fiz, It isconsiderably higher 
than tho rate curront at the time of the aterling 
salaries by Mr, Chamberloin’s despatch of the 


. 18th Jane, 1906, but since that date officers have 


on the whole ga ned by ‘the low exchange, and 
they would apnin profit if the gold value of 
silver fell, while they would not logo i€ it rose. 
The practical effeot of this scheme, if corried 
out, would ba to convert sterling salarica into 
dollar saleriva for local paymonta, if tho dollar 
value rose above 2/ .” :

3. Tho first of “the memorials referrad to 
above embodies some inaccuracies. -Exparience 
bas not shown that “the dollar bas risen 
more than Gd in 18 months” nor that “the 
‘ntmost concession a few tradexmon have mada is 
a roduction of 5 per cont, in their prices”. Tho 
slerling equivalent of the dollar has not been 
below 1/10 since the 11'h October, 1904, and bua 
nover risen to 2/4. Several important firms 
havereduced their prices between: 10 and 20 ‘par 
cont. since that date. The slatement that "so 
far as European tradesinen aro concerned the 
prica of goods has fr Jong boen at the rate of 
one dollar to one shilling charged in England” 
ie not applicable to all gods nor is it correct’ 
to lay down that onstoms daties in other 
Coloni s “ at most add 10 par cent, to the price,” 
Though $2 0 a wronth may be the mean rent. of 
ahbouse on the Peak of elicials in the position of 
the siguatories of the first memorial (of whom 
one. however is provided with Government 
quarters) it is certsinly not the average rent. of 
houses occupied by Government offio-re. The 
statement that “landlords do not find house 
property a profitntlo inves'mont” put ‘forward 
to show that “it ia hardly possibla to anticipate 
any rednetion of rent" is inorediblo; I am in- 
‘formed also that thorg has daring the last year 
been a tendency of rents of houses ia the Peak 
and Uppor Levels of Vietoria to fal slightly. 
The statemont that servin‘s’ wages are 
“youghly no less than $100 a month, ineInding 
4 chair coolies” does. cortainly not apply, ag it 
ingad to do, to “all olasces of officars”” Sub- 
ordinate offlears do not keep 4 hair coolies and 
oanveyance allowance of $15 to $40 is, givin to 
officers whose duties require them to mako use 
of vickshas or obaira, ‘i : 

In spite of theso inaccuracies, which . it bas 
been my duty to point out, thereis much in the 
smomori:l worthy of Your Lordship’s consider- 
ation aod I would draw special attention to ils 
lith paragraph. i 

4. The second memorial pnts the caso of 
offcera on ihe whole moderately and correctly, 
except that in my opinion Tablo A which is 
intended to show that a head of- a junior 
department roquires to live reasonably $4,924 
or, say at $9 to the £, 21.100 per annum, acd 
8 junior officar $4,290, or say £475 por annum 
doos, 58 seems to have been asticipated by the 
momorialists in parn. Sef tho document, prove 


aato the general aoouracy of the statements and 
figures in Tablos Band, and that itis not over- 
stating tho case to say that the cost in dollars of 
those items of living which are paid for on a 
silvor basis has gone up at least 20 per cent.

Neglecting riso in priecs for local preduce 
and labour ax being probably independent in its 
canse of the alteration in the gold value of the 
dollar the proportion of purchasing power of 
sterling salaries in 1907 to what id was in 1902 
resulting solely from this alteration is 3 (q plus 4 
by 1/10.) cr 77-5 percent. ee 

On similar lines {ho proportion of the pur- 
chesing power of sterling salaries in March 
1807 to what it wie in November 1905 is dué 
sotely ta tho olleration in the value of the dollar 
from 1/léth to 1/9th of 9 £- is less than 9/10 
(2/3 plus 1/3 by 11/10) or 93 per cent. 

8. From whatever point of view these figures 
Bre considered it cannot. bo quesiiond that 
there has been a heavy fallin the purchasing 
powrr of sterling salaries ip the last few youre 
aud it could scarcely bo expected that thig fall 
should be without ils effoot on the offloionoy, of 
the Servico genorully, Apart from general 
dissatisfaction several oasea have alroudy occurred 
io whioh gcod meri have been lost to the Colony 
by the unuttractivenrss of the present outlook,

OF INTEREST TO BATHEBS. 

Aniong those unaccustomed to swimming in 
the open, the fear of catching cold is ver: 
prevalent, At open water bathing places au: 
at public baths, ono often hears persons express 
approbension as to the dangers thet are Wels 
to follow any rapid change from heat to cold. 
fuch apprehensions may soem roagsonabic at first 
sight, says Mr. William Henry, tho hon, 
soorelary of the Royal Life Saving Society, but, 
if proper procantions aro taken, thero 15 
absolutely no danger, snd it is bsttor to enter 
the water when heated than whon cold. 

Last Saturday, he writes, I eyoled to Watford, 
pod on my arrival, callod at the opau bathing 
place in the River Colne, situsted closy to the 
arches over which the North-Western trains 
pass into the atation. Beiug vory hol, Tat onoo 
started to undress. My sotion created consi- 
derable astoniahment, and several persons drew 
my atloution to tho established popular maxim, 
© Novor yentare inte cold water whon in a heot 
--cool first "—a practices which cannot be toa 
severoly condemned, ag baing most detrimontal 
to health ‘as woll as to the enjoyment of tho dip. 

The droad of the omtact of cold water vith 
a heated skin has often besn carried to ludicrous 
lengths, [ know of schoolboys whan heated by 
some exerci:e having been compelled t> wail 
about. in a naked stata unti] the point of regal- 
ation coolness was attiined, befora they waro 
permitted to enter the water. It is noedless to 
soy that such cooling down of the body waa 
the best possibls found stion’ for bad raaulta 
from bathing. 

In any kind of cold-water bathing it is 
a safe rule not to cool fi-st, as popalsr pre- 
jndice twaches because the reaction is in 
proparlion ta the vigour of tho circulation, and 
cause, whan warm, the body is better able 
to rosiet tha action of cold water. 
I often go in foradip while in a perspiration, 
and havo never found any inconvenience, or ill- 
effect From the plunga.. It abou'd always be 
remombored, howaver, that tho undrossing 
should bedone quickly, and that thero should 
bo no hanging abont.and thinking whether or 
not to take the plusge. ‘hs prosese of rofrigora- 
tion is taking plage, sad the bath, not tho hanging 
about, will’ be blamed, should any bad results 
follow. 

When the body is heated by axercise, it isa 
safe ralo to take a plunge, swim quickly for, 
fay, half a minuts, gotout and rub the body all 
over with the hands and a towel. . This rubbing 
will cauye the blood to come to the surfa vw of 
the akin, and o hoalthy glow ag woll a9 a réfrosh- 
ing feeling will ba the resalt, aftor which a 
distances ewin may be indulged in with benoficial 
eff sot, 

After this swim one may indulge in a suo 
bath, aud so help to mike the skin of ono’s 
boly like that of the face, In some countries 
gun-bathing after a dip is largely  prastised. 
In dweden the open-air bathing-placsa are 
crowded with bathers lying abont in the enn, 
in order to get, brown all over and, if possible, 
win tho priza that is annually given to the 
bithee who has the bast: brownsd body. Lo 
England wo havo not onough of the sua to 
make auch cowpotitions popular, but. by 
bathing in the opsn aud oxposing the skin 
with judgment to tho action of air we may do 
much to improve our health, 

Delightful as it is to be nble to bathe in 
the open, it must always be indulged in with 
caution, In the first plac», avoid bathing in 
secluded spots, for, shonld an accident occur, 
a vory obvious state of affaira may follow. 
‘Atthe seagide and in moat of the rivera and 
lakes thore aro’ recognised spota for bathing. 
Those spots abould on'y be used, as thers is 
gure to be someone af hand who can give a little 
help when needed. Whon bithing from a oat 
the radder, should bs removed, ond the bather 
should always laave and re-enter a boat at the 
stern. It isa vary dangerous practios to dive 
from or onter the boat at the side, asin citber 
cage the boat is liable to oapsiza. 

T-also wish to impress another matter on the 
minds of those who (ike long swims in the boa 
or a river, and: that is--nover iadulge ia sach & 

raotice unless a boat is in attendance, for, apart 

‘rom the danger incurred, the example isa bad 
one, aud should be strongly condemned,
